from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. Other chemical companies whose 
sales are now being scrutinized include 
Precision Laboratories Inc., of North- 
brook; Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park: National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of 
Irving, Tex.: Cole Chemical Co. of St.

the questions focus on detecting qualities 
that have been identified as being com- 
mon to all "successful managers." 


"A POOR MANAGER will manage 


good people poorly," Gill said. "You 
have to have good managers and, in 
educationese — that means good admin- 
istrators — they're the key to the whole 
operation." 


Steve Stavrakas, administrative assist- 


ant, is becoming the specialist for the 
district in handling the "administrator 
Perceiver," expected to be used for the 
first time this summer. 


Stavrakas, along with several other 


Dist. 21 administrators, including Assist- 
ant Supt. John Barger and Adminis- 
trative Asst. Marjorie Beu, have been to 
Lincoln for intensive training in imple- 
menting the technique. 


Although the list of 72 questions asked 


of applicants is kept confidential to en- 
sure honest, spontaneous answers from 
job candidates, Stavrakas explained that 
the process is intended to identify the in- 
dividual's approach to management.

Dundee Road 
crews back 
on the job

Some shops along the long-delayed 


Dundee Road construction project may 
not make it until the road is reopened, 
according to the president of the Buffalo 
Grove Chamber of Commerce. 


Chamber president David Potter said 


Monday the condition of the road has so 
discouraged traffic in the vicinity that 
many local businesses have been hurt. 


Dundee Road has been under construc- 


tion since September, 1972 and has been 
subject to numerous delays. State offi- 
cials have blamed the weather and short- 
ages of construction materials for the de- 
lays. 


But Potter, in describing the plight of 


the local merchant, said continued de- 
lays are hurting the small businessmen's 
situation on the road. 


"The figures I'm hearing from a lot of 


local merchants is that business is down 
25 to 30 per cent when they should be up 
that much and probably would be if it 
wasn't for the condition of the road." 


POTTER ADDED, "The thing that 


concerns me is that some of these mer- 
chants may net make it until the roa<J is 
finished. Some of them may have been 
having problems anyway, but the road 
sure didn't help them any." 


The latest report from the state shows 


work has resumed on Dundee Road fol- 
lowing the winter shut-down, and con- 
struction of the widening project should 
be in full swing by late April or early 
May. 


Ronald Kennedy, project engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
Monday some minor work was started 
last week, but the major job of paving 
will have to wait until the ground dries 
out and the weather gets warmer. 


The project consists of widening the 


road to four lanes 
between 
Elm- 


hurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


State officials have said the situation 


on Dundee Road should improve some- 
what after two lanes are finished. Motor- 
ists will then travel on a new pavement 
instead of the old battered pavement that 
now exists. 


Prior to construction being called off 


for the winter, workmen had installed 
two lanes between Elmhurst Road and a 
point about 300 feet west of Buffalo 
Grove Road. 


STATE OFFICIALS and Greco Con- 


tractors, the firm doing the work, have 
been criticized by Buffalo Grove offi- 
cials, merchants and residents for what 
has been called a "lack of progress" on 
the road. Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
called the road a "death trap" last De- 
cember. 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board 


passed a resolution and sent letters to 
Gov. Walker and several state legislators 
asking that work on the road be ex- 
pedited.

will become part of Illinois' insurance 
rules next fall, according to the state 
director of insurance. 


Fred Mauck, Illinois state director of 


insurance, predicts revisions In the state 
insurance regulations will make it easier 
for consumers to know what they are 
buying from Insurance companies. The 
proposed rule — an amendment to pre- 
sent Rule 9.09 of insurance regulations — 
forbids all manner of deception tt insur- 
ance advertising and spells out what in- 
formation is to be disclosed to the buyer, 
and how. 


For example, insurers must issue 


directly to policy applicants a letter or 
notice stating "in substantially similar 
language and format" the following: 


"The first feature of your policy pro- 


vides a death benefit or face amount of 
$— to the beneficiary of the policy if the 
insured dies ... 
Approximately — per 


cent of your premium will be used by the 
company to provide this benefit." 


Other sections of the required disclo- 


sures include discussion of riders, divi- 
dends, cash value, endowments and wai- 
vers. For each of these features, the in- 
surer must disclose the percentage of the 
premium that will be usd by the com- 
pany to pay for that feature. 


WHEREVER the policyholder has op- 


tions, these must all be spelled out. For 
example, if a policy provides dividends, 
the company must explain that these can 
be paid in cash, applied to the payment 
of subsequent premiums, used to pur- 
chase an additional amount of paid-up In- 
surance, or left with the company at a— 
per cent interest rate.

Guides to insurance due soon 


The Illinois Department of Insurance is 


preparing a series of consumer guides 
explaining various kinds of insurance. It 
will be virtually the first time objective 
information on insurance has been made 
available to consumers in Illinois. 


The guides will be similar to ones is- 


sued in 1972- by the consumer-crusading 
insurance commissioner of Pennsylvania, 
Herbert S. Denenberg.

Trucks exceeding 55 mph: police 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - State Po- 


lice Supt; Dwight Pittman said Monday 
most Illinois motorists were complying' 
with the new state speed limit of 55 miles 
an hour but that truckers were some- 
thing else. 


"We are having some very real prob- 


lems in respect to trucks," Pittman said.

terest: the change in the basic value of 
money over time, and the interest rates 
paid by insurance companies as com- 
pared to other investment institutions. 


Basically, the interest-adjusted method 


involves adding 4 per cent interest to the 
premiums to reflect what the policyhol- 
der could have earned had he invested 
that money "conservatively" elsewhere. 


SIMILARLY, A 4 per cent interest fac- 


tor is added to dividends and cash value, 
reflecting the average rate of interest 
paid by insurance companies. This'sum 
is then subtracted from the premiums to 
yield the actual cost the policyholder will 
be paying over the years. 


By this method, two apparently identi- 


cal policies of $10,000 with $191 yearly 
premiums were shown to differ by $12.30 
a year in average annual cost — or, $246 
at the end of 20 years. 


The method also equalizes such policy 


variations as initially low premiums that 
increase through the years; initially high 
premiums that decrease; and premiums 
that are relatively high but always stay 
the same (typical of "whole" life pol- 
icies). 


Using1 interest-adjusted figures, a pol- 


icy with premiums beginning at $400 a 
year and decreasing to $200 a year is 
shown to be more costly than a policy 
with premiums starting at $200 and in- 
creasing to $400. The additional money 
spent on premiums in the early years of 
the first policy could have been invested 
at higher returns. 


THE PROPOSED RULE, on which 


hearings were held recently in Chicago 
and Springfield, is modeled after one 
drawn up by the National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners. Similar ver- 
sions have already been adopted in Wis- 
consin and Arkansas, and are expected 
to be implemented soon in California and 
Pennsylvania, two of. the largest insur- 
ance states. 


According to Michael J. Dressendorfer, 


an assistant deputy director in the Illi- 
nois Department of Insurance, some fur- 
ther revisions in the rule are expected as 
a result of the hearings. 


For example, proponents have urged 


that term life insurance, which is cur- 
rently exempted from the (disclosure re- 
quirements, be included. 


Dressendorfer also told The Herald 


that the department is considering in- 
cluding a cost index with the interest- 
adjusted cost disclosure 
requirements. 


The index numbers would be a simple, 
direct measure of a company's policy 
costs. 


Dressendorfer said insurance com- 


panies testifying at the hearings "agreed 
with our objectives" but presented nu- 
merous suggestions on how they would 
change the rule.

Uganda army chiefs purged

There was growing unrest around the 


world Monday. 


• In Uganda. President Idi Amin was 


reported to have purged at least 50 offi- 
cers from the army following the bloody 
weekend clash between rival tribal mili- 
tary units In Kampala. 


The fighting erupted when Amin tried 


to eliminate dissident officers and the of- 
ficers themselves tried to overthrow him. 
Casualties in the two-day tank and ma- 
chlnegun battle were reported to total 
several hundred.

seized power in a bloodless coup in 
J a n u a r y 1971.

Impeachment issue steams up again

The impeachment debate was spiced 


Monday by some bristling comment from 
House Speaker Carl Albert and by the 
end of the battle to keep some key mate- 
rials from the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


Oklahoma Democrat Albert, in one of 


his bluntest statements yet on the move 
to impeach.President Nixon, accused the 
chief executive of unfairly attacking the 
judiciary committee and described as a 
"wild defensive maneuver" Nixon's re- 
mark that the committee wanted to car- 
ry away White House documents in a 
trailer. 


Albert said he thought Nixon had lost 


more ground with House members in the 
past two or three months than in the pre- 
vious eight or nine months. 


Noting he would preside if the im- 


peachment issue would reach the House 
floor, Albert said he had reached no per- 
sonal conclusions and was trying to pre- 
side with "absolute impartiality," but 
said he wasn't sure the president "any 
more is keeping this a non-adversary op- 
eration." 


The committee won one of its big bat- 


tles when lawyers for three Watergate 


defendants let pass a 5 p.m. deadline to 
ask the Supreme Court to prevent the 
committee from getting grand jury ma- 
terial dealing with Nixon's involvement 
in Watergate. 


The material — a two page grand jury 


report on Nixon's involvement and a 
"bulging briefcase" of related materials 
— will be turned over to the committee 
this morning. 


The materials were ordered turned 


over by U.S. District Judge John Sirica, 
who held them in a safe, and that order 
was upheld in U.S. Appeals Court. 


In other Watergate developments: 
• Nixon was given four more days — 


until Friday — to answer Special Prose- 
cutor Leon Jaworski's subpoena for more 
Watergate materials. The subpoena was 
filed March 15, with no indication of 
what Jaworski was seeking. 


John Ehrlichman was ordered to stand 


trial on perjury charges in Los Angeles 
on April 15 — making him the first top 
former Nixon aide to be tried in con- 
nection with the burglary of the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist.

Soviet leader optimistic

limitation agreement this year.

Fatty foods may be linked to cancers

Equity victims bailed out 


CHICAGO (UPI) — State insurance of- 


ficials in Illinois and California an- 
nounced Monday plans to restore the fi- 
nancial rights and privileges of the 26,000 
policyholders caught in the multimillion 
dollar Equity Funding insurance scandal. 


T h e policyholders are 
scattered 


throughout the United States. Most are in 
California, but large numbers are in Illi- 
nois, Pennsylvania and Hawaii. 


The rights of the policyholders have 


been in doubt since late March, 1973, 
when investigators discovered equity had 
written approximately 60,000 bogus pol- 
icies said to have a face value of more 
than $2 billion. 


The company, incorporated in Illinois 


but with headquarters in California, is 


charged with defrauding other insurance 
companies by selling or coinsuring with 
them the bogus policies. 


Officials said a plan filed by the Illi- 


nois Department of Insurance in the cir- 
cuit court of DuPage County "restores 
all benefits to present policy holders, in- 
cluding restoration 'of all cash surrender 
values and loans." 


Fred A. Mauck, Illinois state director 


of insurance, said the plan also: 


—Settles all claims and liabilities with 


the reinsurance and coinsurance com- 
panies that were injured by the fraudu- 
lent scheme. 


—Places all present policyholders with 


a financially strong and well-managed 
insurance company, Northern Life. 


Health Federation and one of the first 
scientists to link smoking with cancer, 
said the studies best suggesting a con- 
nection between cancer of the colon, or 
bowel, deal with Japanese on a low-fat 
diet of vegetables and fish.

"We believe that gastric cancer relates 


to a diet that is very high in carbohy- 
drates and relatively low in fat," he told 
a science writers seminar sponsored by 
the American Cancer Society. "I think 
there is an ideal diet. It lies somewhere 
between the Japanese kind of diet and 
our kind of diet, and it gives you a low 
rate of stomach and colon cancer." 


The prudent diet Wynder recommends 


for people to reduce the risk of devel- 
oping cancer of the colon is the same 
diet recommended by the American 
Heart Association to lower blood choles- 
terol levels to reduce hardening of the 
arteries and resulting cardiovascular dis- 
ease.

Parties split 
on tax cut call 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Democratic 


members of Congress' leading economic 
committee Monday urged a $10 billion 
tax cut to fight recession, but Republican 
members argued that a tax cut would be 
inflationary. 


The conflicting views emerged as the 


House-Senate Joint Economic Committee 
gave its annual report on the adminis- 
tration's economic policy. 


Speaking for the Democratic majority, 


Chairman Wright Patman of Texas said 
unless there is quick action, such as a 
$10 billion tax cut, "unemployment is 
likely to exceed 6 per cent throughout the 
second half of this year." 


But in a minority report, the Republi- 


cans said inflation, not recession, was 
the major problem facing the country 
and a tax cut would only aggravate it.

Tax returns coining in at slower pace 


ONLY THRBE weeks are left until the 
Apr!! IS deadline for filing tax re- 


turns. Here returns are checked at 
the IRS service center in Kansas City. 


• The Internal Revenue Service district 
office in Chicago reports that tax returns 
are coming in more slowly than the 1973 
filing season. The deadline is April 15. 


Lois Price, an IRS representative in 


Chicago, reports that returns received at 
the Kansas City Service Center marked 
"full paid" amounted to 59,733 by early 
March. This compares with 64,575 re- 
turns a yearearlier. 


Other returns received marked "part- 


paid" or for which refunds are to be 
paid, totaled 1,290,220 last week. The fig- 
ures a year earlier were 1,304,125 for this 
category. 


According to Mrs. Price, a number of 


returns have been received which are in- 
correctly filled out. Some errors'such as 
addition and subtraction can be cor- 
rected when the return is processed by 
the computer system at the Kansas City 
service center. But taxpayers who leave 
out information, forget to sign the return 
or attach a W-2 form will be contacted 
by the IRS.

returns before the end of March. 


SOME EIGHT MILLION returns will 


be processed during the tax filing season 
at the Kansas City center. The envelopes 
are sorted according to the state and the 
type of return that is filed. A 13-digit 


number is assigned to each return, iden- 
tifying the date received, the state in 
which you reside, the type of return and 
a special serial number. 


After the return is checked for infor- 


mation, the data is fed into the IRS com- 
puter system. The computer checks the 
return for mathematical and other er- 
rors. If it is correct, the information 
from your returns is entered in a mag- 
netic tape along with that from other 
taxpayers. Then the completed tapes are 
sent to the National Computer Center in 
Martinsburg, W. Va. Additional comput- 
ations are made there, and if you have a 
refund coming, a special tape is pre- 
pared and mailed to the nearest Federal 
Disbursing Center where a refund check 
is printed and mailed.

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New Peace Corps head prefers 'bootstraps' philosophy 


by KAREN BLECHA 


The Peace Corps of the early '60s with 


its burning idealism and college dropout 
volunteers rushing to foreign lands to 
help mankind Is gone, probably forever. 


A new kind of Peace Corps, Nixon 


style. Is taking its place. This time the 
proposition is that all men, no matter 
who or where they are, can make it on 
their own if they try. They just may need 
a little help from volunteers equipped 
with special skills, not romantic notions. 


"We still believe in the help thy .neigh- 


bor concept, but you don't help him if he 
sits on his butt watching you," said Mi- 
chael Balzano Jr., who has just started 
an overhaul of the IS-year-old volunteer 
program. 


Last April President Nixon appointed 


Balzano. 37. to head ACTION, the um- 
brella agency for all federal volunteer 
programs including the Peace Corps and 
its domestic counterpart, VISTA. The 
new director was in Chicago recently to. 
promote his reorganization and the cur- 
rent Chicago area recruitment of new 
volunteers. 


LIKE NIXON, Connecticut-born Bal- 


zano is a firm believer in "bootstraps"

philosophy. A high school dropout and 
former garbage collector, he worked his 
way through high school up the ladder to 
a doctorate degree in political philosophy 
from Georgetown University. He is proud 
to be, as he puts it, "the first former 
poor person to head a poverty program." 


Since his appointment, he has worked 


trying to shape up VISTA ("it was a dis- 
aster when I took over") and the Peace 
Corps. He had bolstered VISTA, with its 
$100 million budget, by increasing part- 
time volunteers and demanding account- 


Area ACTION office is

The Peace Corps, which currently has 


7,416 volunteers and trainees, Is AC- 
TION'S international program which 
sends volunteers for two years to devel- 
oping countries. The countries — 68 of 
them this year — have invited Peace 
Corps volunteers to help them In econom- 
ic and social development, 


VISTA, which has 4,480 volunteers and 


trainees, was designed to help alleviate 
poverty in the United States. Volunteers 
are assigned for one-or two-year terms 
at the request of the public or private 
non-profit organizations to assist people 
in need. 


A VOLUNTEER must be at least 18, in 


good health and have a usable skill. 


Skills in demand include tradesmen, 
businessmen and women with degrees 
and experience, nurses, medical tech- 
nologists,, teachers, civil engineers, 'ar- 
chitects, lawyers, city planners, industri- 
al art professionals and home econo- 
mists. 


Single persons and couples with no de- 


pendent children are preferred. The av- 
erage age for volunteers in service is 29. 
Salaries are low but all expenses are 
paid including transportation and medi- 
cal Insurance. Volunteers are given pre- 
service training at a regional training 
center and on-site training at their proj- 
ect. 


The Chicago ACTION office's recruit- 


ment drive ends March 31. Prospective 
volunteers, who will be interviewed, can 
apply at the central office at 1 N. Wack- 
er Dr., Room 322, in Chicago. The tele- 
phone number is 353-4992. 


ability from its leaders. He believes VIS- 
TA volunteers should be placed in their 
own communities helping their own 
neighbors, not being sent across the 
country just because they prefer to work 
in Appalachia. 


Now the new director has turned his 


attention to the Peace Corps, criticizing 
the program of the past for dumping un- 
skilled 
glamor-seeking 
volunteers 
in 


places they knew little about. Pounding 
his fist on the table, he says he will not 
genuflect to the John Kennedy-Sargent 
Shriver idols of the past that still haunt 
the program. 


"Understand that we are not throwing 


rocks at the past, but we are saying that 
time has changed and what we need has 
changed," he said. 


THERE IS STILL room for idealism in 


Nixon's Peace Corps,- but not ideals 
alone. What today's Corps needs, accord- 
ing to Balzano, are people with skills — 
carpenters, electricians, engineers, road 
builders, public health experts, farmers. 


"We won't take just anybody anymore. 


We have to have a job somewhere for 
him," said Balzano, pointing out that 
host countries are eager to contribute 
money or manpower to a Peace Corps 
project if they can get skilled people in 
return. "In the past everybody went for 
glamor, but there is no glamor in this 
job." 


If there is no glamor, why would any- 


one making $9 or $10 an hour in a rela- 
tive land of plenty, give it all up for two 
years to fight disease, poverty and illiter- 
acy in some humid jungle in Africa? 


"There are many, many people in this 


country who would be willing to do that. 
There is no end to the volunteers we 
could have," Balzano said. "Volun- 
teerism is "an American 
philosophy. 


People volunteer for their self-fulfill- 
ment. Others want to find out about ex- 
periences somewhere else in the world."

Kidney disease has several symptoms 


Would you please describe in your col- 


umn the symptoms of kidney disease. It 
seems I pass my water more than nor- 
mal. It never really bothered me because 
I Ho drink n lot of liquids. But lately, 
every morning as soon as 1 get up I have 
to go to the bathroom. It feels as if there 
Is a pressure In my stomach. 


Also, would 1 have to go to a specialist 


or a regular doctor for a checkup for this 
type of problem. I'm 22 years old, 


There are a lot of different types of 


kidney disease. Sometimes the first real 
indication is high blood pressure. If a 
person has an acute infection of the kid- 
ney he may have severe pain in the back 
over the lower ribs, Of course, you could 
have fever and other signs of infection 
with this problem. 


Then there are low-grade chronic in- 


fections that may not produce any notice- 
able symptoms. Kidney stones also are a 
form of kidney disease and can be silent 
or cause severe pain in the abdomen, in 
the back or Into the groin. 


Bleeding in the urine is often a sign of 


kidjiey disease. It can be from the blad- 
der, however. It should never be ignored 
and should be evaluated by a doctor at 
once. Sometimes sudden bleeding in the 
urine without other problems is an in- 
dication of a kidney cancer, so you 
should never postpone an examination 
for the cause of blood in the urine. 


Passing urine frequently can be a sign 


of kidney disease, but more often in 
women it Is a sign of inflammation of the 
bladder, usually a less serious problem. 
It can even be caused by nervousness. 


Increased frequency of urination can 


mean prostate trouble in men. When a 
large volume of urine is passed regularly 
it may be simply because of a habit of 
drinking lots of liquids, or it could be an 
indication of a problem unrelated to the 
kidneys. A diabetic often eliminates lots 
of urine, and he will be thirsty, causing 
him to drink lots of water to replace the 
loss. This can occur even though the dia- 
betic's kidneys are still normal. 


You would be wise to see your family 


doctor first for an evaluation of your 
symptoms, If It is proved to be diabetes,

My average caloric in- 
take per day is about 1500 to 1800 ca- 
lories. I have seen many charts saying 
that my caloric intake should be 2200. I 
know if I ate that much I would be fatter 
than I am now.

I agree. Most charts recommend 2100 


to 2400 calories for girls in your age 


group. But, .this is just an average figure 
and is high because you are still in, your 
growing years. However, you have to de- 
cide how many calories you need on the 
'basis of your own body, not someone 
else's. If you are' accumulating fat, then 
either you are not getting enough physj- 
oal activity or you are taking in too 
many calories.

abroad with a desire to help and a will- 
ingness to work hard only to come home 
long before their two-year stay is up, dis- 
illusioned and confused. , 


One such volunteer was Don Muran, a 


26-year-old business administration grad- 
uate from Arlington Heights, who went to 
Sierra Leone in Africa last January to 
teach the people there how to grow more 
rice. He came home barely two months 
later, disappointed 
and disenchanted 


' with the program. 


"I would be willing to accept the 


blame for that case," said Balzano, 
blaming the Peace Corps organization 
for sending Muran to a job he wasn't 
equipped for. "I agree we send wrong 
people to the wrong place. It's not 
unique. Last year we had 1,000 people 
out of 7,000 who decided they didn't want 
to stay. I think we can do better than 
that. 


"The problem is that there's still too 


much glamorizing. Dysentery isn't glam- 
ourous. We -have to tell potential volun- 
teers the truth — the truth about dis- 
eases that can't be cured. In the past we 
haven't told them enough and some have 
come back frightened out of their minds. 
They have to know that you cannot go 
groove with the poor down there and still 
comeback alive." 


ONCE THE PROGRAM accepts only 


volunteers with needed skills, he said, 
part of the training problems will be 
solved. Then training can concentrate on 
the country itself — its politics, Ian-" 
guage, food, people and its hazards. 


Besides improved training, for volun- 


teers, Balzano is also retraining the hun- 
dreds of Civil Service workers in the 
Peace Corps administration. "Most of 
them are unemployable on the outside, 
so you can't get rid of them," Balzano 
shrugged. He said he's interested in re- 
sults, and is trying to make management 
accountable for its actions. But his 
reorganization could be in vain. The new 
director admits that there could be no 
more $8.2 million budget for the Peace 
Corps after June. There could be no 
more Peace Corps. 


For the past few years, Congress has 


been hostile to the idea of a Peace 
Corps and there have been several at- 
tempts to abolish it. Balzano believes he 
has better relationships with Congress 
than the directors before, but admits 
there is still a strong effort to dissolve 
the program. A major opponent is Sen. 
William Fulbright, D-Arkansas, chair- 
man pf the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 


"HE HAS ANNOUNCED he is trying to 


get rid of 80 per cent of foreign aid. 
Two per cent of that is us," Balzano 


said. "If Congress decides we have 
enough problems at home to take care 
of, that's it. The longer the gas lines get, 
the easier it will be for Congress to abol- 
ish the Peace Corps with the approval of 
the nation." 


Balzano admits today's Peace Corps 


really has no public image; few people 
know it still exists. But he said he would 
rather have no publicity than the kind 
Shriver and Kennedy • promoted in the 
early years. The new Peace Corps is a 
"low-key, 
self-help 
organization 
and 


that's the only way it's going to sur- 
vive," he said. 


Nixon has been criticized for trying to 


slowly phase out the Peace Corps. Not 
true, according to Balzano. . 


"NIXON WAS supporting this agency 


when no one supported it. If the Presi- 
dent wanted to kill this program, he 
could do it in five minutes with the ap- 
proval of Congress," he said. 


Balzano is hoping he can convince Con- 


gress-to keep the Peace Corps, which he 
believes is our most effective foreign aid 
program, alive. His reasons for its exis- 
tence echo the President's. 


"Man does not live alone in a society 


and a nation does not live alone in the 
world. We have to have harmony. The 
Peace Corps shows other nations who 
Americans are and helps develop an un- 
derstanding."

ter Columbus discovered it in 1493. In 
IB'18, however, the Netherlands and 
France divided its 37 square miles of 
glistening white sand beaches and tropic- 
al tush green hills and the islanders have 
lived in peace since. 


Only a small stone monument on the 


road linking the Dutch capital of Phil- 
ipsburg and the French capital of Mari- 
got marks the boundary. There are no 
customs or other formalities for trav- 
elers Between the Dutch part of the is- 
land in the south and the French area in 
the north. 


YET, IT IS AN island with a dual per- 


sonality. It has two official names. The 
Dutch call it Sint Maarten, the French 
St. Martin. It is more popularly known 
as St. Maarten. The Netherlands Antilles 
florin and the French franc are official 
currencies although the U.S. dollar is 
equally acceptable, Dutch and French 
are official languages, but almost every- 
one also speaks English. 


The Dutch influence is obvious in the 


buildings but, otherwise it looks little dif- 
ferent from other Caribbean ports. 


Front Street could be a shopper's para- 


dise. Shops and boutiques offer wide 
varieties of fine merchandise from Eu- 
rope, Asia and elsewhere at free port 
prices1. There are good buys available 
also in perfumes and other French 
products in Marigot, about seven miles 
by road from Philipsburg. 


MOST OF THE hotels and other tourist 


facilities are in the Dutch part. They 
range from tiny guest houses with two to 
10 rooms to multi-unit resort hotels such 
as Mullet Bay Beach, Little Bay Beach 
and the Concord. 


The big ones offer pools, tennis courts, 


supper clubs and casinos in addition to 
other amenities. 


Mullet Bay also boasts the only golf 


course on the island. 


We lunched on excellent fish expertly 


prepared at the Oyster Pond Yacht Club, 
dramatically situated on a secluded pro- 
montory on the Atlantic side. Guests are 
lodged in 20 large rooms, each individ- 
ually decorated in imaginative style by 
co-owner Midge Bodine of Chicago, in an 
unusual six-sided- two-story inn around 
an open courtyard. 


In addition to privacy, it offers, a half- 


mile-long beach, two tennis courts, all 
water sports, and a marina with sepa- 
rate facilities for aboout 30 yachts, 


HIGHLY RATED ALSO are the Cara- 


vanserai, with 18 rooms and 32 apart- 
ments, on Maho Bay on the Caribbean 
side, the 22-room Pasanggrahan on the

How else can we stop killings ? 


Herald editorial 
We oppose executions 


There was a special irony to the 


actmn of the U.S. Senate last week 
it 'vising legislation to restore the 
U ' th penalty on a limited basis. 


in the same session, the Senators 


voted for restoration of executions 
— thereby trying to plow a Con- 
gressional path around the ex- 
press dictum of the U.S. Supreme 
Court — but refused again to do 
anything meaningful about con- 
trolling small handguns, the in- 
struments of so much violence in 
the United States. 


In the death penalty vote, the Sen- 


ators made execution mandatory 
in certain crimes, including sec- 
ond-time commission of treason 


ThB 
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and espionage and for murder 
committed in the course of other 
crimes, such as skyjacking and 
kidnaping. They softened that by 
also voting that some "mitigating 
circumstances" — such as being 
under 18 or acting under extreme 
duress —'could get a defendant out 
of the death penalty. 


But the spirit of the measure was 


to override the 1972 Supreme Court 
decision that the death penalty was 
"cruel and unusual punishment" 
and was unconstitutional because 
of the uneven way in which it has 
been enforced in various states. 


If the House concurs, it could 


lead the way to the first executions 
in this country since 1967. 


The Senators tabled two moves 


to control the sale and ownership 
of handguns, particularly the "Sat- 
urday night specials" — cheap 
weapons easily acquired and com- 
monly used in street murders. 


One amendment would have ban- 


ned the manufacture and sale of 
such cheap handguns, and required 
the licensing of all owners of other 
handguns and the registering of all 
legal handguns. A second amend- 
ment was limited to a ban on man- 
ufacture. 


As is traditional, the gun lobby 


had its way, despite the fact that 
even some of the staunchest lobby- 


ists have conceded there's no justi- 
fication for defending the Saturday 
night special. 


In one breath, the Senate was say- 


ing citizens can be put to death for 
some crimes, but it is all right to 
continue trafficking in the in- 
struments used in crimes punish- 
able by death. 


To their credit, Sens. Adlai 


Stevenson and Charles Percy voted 
against the death penalty. But they 
voted to table the gun amend- 
ments. 


We think 
the 
Senate acted 


wrongly and with a touch of hy- 
pocrisy in both actions, and we 
hope the House won't follow suit. 


We continue to oppose execution 


as a penalty for crime. The rea- 
sons are many, including lack of 
evidence that it's a deterrent and 
the terrible risk of executing an in- 
nocent person. 


But chiefly, we agree with Sen. 


Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, hi his al- 
most forlorn plea on the Senate 
floor: "This is not the way to do 
it. Man cannot make the world a 
better place to live by returning 
brutality for brutality. We're going 
to take a step into the past with 
this measure . . . ultimately man- 
kind must abandon this methodolo- 
gy." '

Foreign policy pushed 


by STEWART HENSLEY 


WASHINGTON — President Nixon, al- 


though plagued by his continuing in- 
ability to lay the ghosts of Watergate, 
appears determined to press forward 
with increased vigor to salvage the fruits 
of his foreign policy. 


Three issues are involved: 
—The unity of the Western alliance and 


matters of politics, economics and secur- 
ity. 


—The preservation of detente with the 


Soviet Union and achievement of some 
tangible results to display at the sched- 
uled Soviet-American summit conference 
in Moscow in late June. 


—Further progress as a peacemaker 


on Middle East front, with which the 
energy crisis is associated 
but not 


directly linked. 


Whatever Nixon's degree of innocence 


on Watergate, it seems unfair in the eyes 
of most diplomatic observers to assert 
that his tough new stance in Europe on 
Allied cooperation stems solely from a 
desire to obscure Republican sins at 
home. 


In the view of many diplomats, Nixon's 


blunt warnings that the allies could not 
expect to "have it both ways," contin- 


. uing to enjoy U.S defense support while 


adopting "hostile" economic or political 
policies, was long overdue. 


His administration's repeated refusals 


to give in to strong congressional pres- 
sure to withdraw some or all of the 
300,000 US troops in Europe is consid- 
ered evidence of his good faith on this 
matter 


And his warning that continued dis- 


unity among western allies might lead to 
the growth of a "new isolationism" in 
the United States was not without consid- 
erable foundation 


The last straw which led to Nixon's 


tough talk was the decision of the nine- 
member European Common Market to 
try to strike a unilateral oil deal with the 
Arabs, after agreeing only two weeks 
earlier at the Washington energy confer- 
ence to act in concert with the United 
States. 


Oddly enough — or perhaps not so odd 


— the reaction from European 
allies 


has indicated Nixon's strategy may be 
just what has been needed. 


France, which has been the principal 


maverick in the alliance and main foe of 
U.S. policies, reacted in a relatively mild 
manner. Officials said it was possible 
that French Foreign Minister Michel Jo- 


bert realized that pushing matters fur- 
ther would result in economic chaos and 
the end of his tottering Gaullist regime. 


Germany and Britain applauded Nix- 


on's forthright remarks. Their reaction 
confirmed view of US. officials that 
some of the major members of the al- 
liance had grown disenchanted with the 
French role and were happy to have 
strong leadership reasserted 
by the 


United States 


Nixon's problems in regard to Russian 


relations stem from three things — his 
inability to make good on his promise to 
grant Russia more favorable trade treat- 
ment, the apparent drifting apart of Mos- 
cow and Washington on the urgency of 
collaboration on Mddle East peace and 
the failure to make any progress toward 


fulfilling Nixon's promise of a Soviet- 
American agreement in 1974 limiting of- 
fensive strategic nuclear weapons. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 


the whirling dervish of diplomacy, has 
gone to Moscow to prepare for the Presi- 
dent's June trip to the Soviet capital. 
Kissinger's principal task will be to work 
out with the Russians some "general 
principles" to guide the nuclear dis- 
armament talks These will be suf- 
ficiently broad to enable both countries 
to sign them without, however, com- 
mitting themselves to any vital details 


Kissinger undoubtedly also has several 


other public relations type agreements 
which he hopes to induce the Russians to 
sign with Nixon in order to give the ap- 
pearance of real progress at the summit. 
(UPI) 


President Nixon backed 


It's interesting to note that the various 


news-slanters of the press and the net- 
works have unwittingly done America a 
great service. In their zeal to hang Nix- 
on, they have created a unique situ- 
ation: For the first time in perhaps a 
century, an American president is free to 
put the good of the country ahead of po- 
litical expedience. 


All previous presidents, even during 


second terms, have been under constant 
political pressure to "do this, or do that, 
for the good of the party in the next elec- 
tion" (with the good of the country often 
coming second). 


In contrast, now that the Republican 


mugwumps in Congress have abandoned 
him as a "sinking ship," Nixon no longer 
owes his party anything, and can put the 
good of the country first in every action, 
free from political pressure. 


The Russians seem to understand this, 


and continue to respect Nixon. Perhaps, 
as usual, they understand the true tem- 
per and potential of American public 
opinion better than the political wind- 
jumpers who shift position with each new 
opinion poll. 


The Russians haven't forgotten (as 


have some Americans) that it was Nixon 
who defied public opinion and ordered 
troops into Cambodia, while the political 
opportunists in Congress screamed that 
he was widening the war (which, some- 
how, didn't happen), 


— and that it was Nixon, alone, who 


ordered the bombing of North Viet Nam 
and the mining of Haiphong harbor, re- 
sulting in hysterical Congressional fears 
of war with China, or Russia, or both 
(which again, didn't happen, and some- 
how, the Viet Nam war ended), 


— and the Russians also recognized 


similar go-it-alone forceful action, in- 
cluding military readiness, during the 
October Israeli-Arab war (and again, 
somehow, out of those Nixon actions, a 
measure,of peace was restored). 


It appears they know the measure of 


this man Nixon, and with their usual as- 
tuteness, probably already recognize that 
in due time the American public will be- 
gin to compare the relative importance 
of these critical matters with the furor 
over a break-in of a campaign headquar- 
ters initiated by persons unknown, and

to 
wonder 
who is 
thinking 


clearly, and who is not. 


Obviously, Nixon has just begun to 


fight and, freed as he is from the politi- 
cal pressures of fair-weather supporters, 
is laying it on the line in unmistakable 
terms — as, for example,

NEW YORK - There may be a few 


s u r p r i s e s in store for those con- 
templating the purchase of a new car 
and turning to the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency's recently released 
test results for gasoline mileage In for- 
eign and domestic automobiles available 
in this country. 


Potential buyers fearing that the 


EPA's miles-per-gallon (mpg) ratings 
for the nearly 300 models tested are 
probably higher than what a specific 
model Is actually capable of, will be 
pleasantly surprised to learn that Is not 
the case at all. In fact, an overwhelming 
majority of the cars tested for mpg rat- 
Ings by the EPA, were later tested by 
Consumers' Guide magazine and con- 
sistently found to have mpg ratings high- 
er than those indicated by the govern- 
ment's test experts. 


If you think the EPA's face was red, 


picture those of CG's researchers who 
have built a reputation for challenging 
government test results they claim al- 
ways favor the manufacturers. 


"It came as quite a shock to us," 


stated a somber Lou Weber, publisher 
and president of CG. "Our position is 
that the manufacturer is always wrong, 
When we found the cars tested could ac- 
tually perform better than indicated by 
the EPA, we couldn't believe it." 


BUT APPARENTLY the government 


believes it, or some of It, for according to 
a recent article appearing In the Chicago 
Sun-Times, at least one car manufac- 
turer has persuaded the EPA to retest 
its product. The makers of Japan's entry 
into the rotary engine market, the Maz- 
da, have convinced the EPA to test their 
car again. Mazda has also charged the 
EPA's poor mpg rating cost them $100 
million in sales last year. 


CG contends that the EPA used the 


same results accumulated from testing 
cars for emission control to compute 
«npg ratings. Weber said that tests for 
emissions are vastly different from those 
used to determine gas mileage and that 
probably accounts for most of the dis- 
crepancy between the EPA and CG fig- 
ures. 


There are a variety of contradictions in 


the EPA's test results. For example, 
many models tested were not done s>o on 
the road but on indoor dynamometers 
which keep a car's front tires stationary 
while the rear tires rotate on a conveyor 
belt. CG maintains that this does not al- 
low for wind resistance which could in- 
fluence mileage figures substantially. 
Also, all models tested used bias belted 
tires though radials have been proven to 
greatly Improve mileage. Another unfair 
condition was that all models equipped 
with air conditioners were forced to take 
the tests with air conditioners running 
full blast. 


This resulted In greater fuel con- 


sumption, of course, but as CG points 
out. the mpg rating would be misleading 
because who runs their air conditioner 12 
months a year? 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT factor in the 


miserable ratings is that most models 
were asslped their mpg figure after 
being tested for only seven miles. Again,

CG believes this to be misleading for as 
just about anyone who drives can tell 
you, mileage generally improves over 
long hauls, not short, seven-mile jaunts. 


"The main problem with the EPA's 


testing methods is that they're back- 
wards," said Weber, whose 250,000 circu- 
lation magazine will spell the problems 
out in detail in an upcoming "Autos '74" 
issue. "The EPA tests a car for mileage 
based on what comes out of the tailpipe 
instead of what goes into the carburetor. 
Checking cars for mileage involves many 
factors, the car's aerodynamics, type 
tire used, weather conditions, driver's 
habits, etc. The EPA used the results of 
their emission control test and applied It 
to mpg ratings as if it was a by-product. 
That's all wrong." 


And to prove It's wrong, Weber-cited 


EPA statistics showing that a particular 
model tested under the more stringent 
California emission control test showed 
better mpg figures than when tested by 
looser EPA standards, "which is impos- 
sible," said Weber. "Stricter emission 
control usually means lower mileage." 


Another glaring contradiction is the ex- 


ample of the 3,500-pound Buick Apollo 
registering about two miles per gallon 
less than Buick's 4,500-pound four-door 
Century stationwagon. "Unheard of," 
quipped Weber, "it can't be done. How 
can a smaller, lighter car show lower 
mileage than a larger-four-door model?" 


OSTENSIBLY, the EPA agrees with 


Weber who said that the Apollo's in- 
accurate mpg rate first published in a 
September, 1973, EPA bulletin has since 
been omitted from more recent bulletins. 


"CG is not the final authority on the

already have spent a total of $129,387, 
according to reports filed by their cam- 
paign committees with the clerk of the

The reports cover spending until 


March 12. 1974 — one week before the 
primary election in which neither was 
opposed for his party's nomination. 


THE YOUNG for Congress Committee 


reported spending of $75,485 for the peri- 
od, while the Citizens' Committee for Ab- 
ner J, Mikva reported expenditures o! 
$53.902. 


In 1972, Young spent $206,166, and Mik- 


va paid out $218,543. to make their cam- 
paign the fifth most expensive House 
race in the nation, according to Common 
Cause, a lobbying group. 


Both men have expressed hopes that 


they could curtail those spending figures 
this year. But with the election nearly 
eight months away, they appear locked 
in what could again be one of the closest 
elections in the nation. 


Young won the 1972 race with a bare 51 


per cent of the vote and neither candi- 
date has really ever stopped campaign- 
ing since the '72 election. 


REPORTS FILED during the last re- 


porting period which ended March 12 
showed that Mlkva ran a slight deficit 
during 1973. collecting $52,079 in contri- 
butions, but still carrying a balance of 
$17,176. 


Young reported raising $76,014 since 


last January and showed a balance of 
$607. 


In sharp contrast, the congressional 


candidate* in the neighboring 12th Con- 


be made to realize the dangers of such 
mistakes because mileage is too impor- 
tant to motorists these days.

weight champion George Foreman, is to 
say .the least, a bit touchy on that sub- 
ject. 


"The referee says shake hands and 


come out fighting," Sadler begins, "and 
that's just what George does. He doesn't 
bother with all that dancing, clinching 
and feeling the other guy out." 


Ken Norton, the .challenger to Fore- 


man's title tonight at 8:30 at El Policdro 
in Caracas, Venezuela, plans to feelthe 
champ out in the first round hoping to 
take advantage of what he learns as the 
bout progress. Tire fight or brawl can 
be seen via special telecast at three Her- 
ald area sites — DCS Plaines' Holiday 
Inn, Arlington Park Towers and at the 
Sheraton Walrfen in Schaumburg. 


"When I first saw George," Sadler con-

may make tt necessary to increase water 
rates to residents. Village Mgr. Daniel 
Larson said Monday. 


According to Larson, expenditures In 


the water fund have substantially out- 
weighed the amount of revenue collected 
and have nearly exhausted a cash sur- 
plus that existed a year ago. 


The reason for this, he said, is because 


a number of costly capital improvements 
have been made to the water system in 
the last year. Much of the work was of 
an emergency nature and had not been 
budgeted, Larson said. 


In addition, Larson said the village did 


not collect as much revenue for the fund 
as was originally anticipated. The slow- 
er-than-expected construction season, he 
said, substantially cut the amount of rev- 
enue the village received from devel-

IF CONSTRUCTION in the village 


picks up as expected, he said, the addi-' 
tional revenue will help bolster the fund, 
but he is not sure whether it will be 
enough to avert a rate increase. 


"I won't know for sure whether I will 


recommend a water rate increase until I 
prepare the budget," Larson said. "But 
an increase in rates is a possibility." 


The decision of whether or not to raise 


rates will be made by the village board, 
he said, after his proposed budget is pre- 
sented. "The village board will have to 
closely examine the water fund, our 
rates and the timing of new building con- 
struction in the village before approving 
the budget," he said. 


If it appears the projected revenue will 


be adequate to make the system self-sup- 
porting, Larson said a rate increase may 
be unnecessary. However, he said the 
amount of revenue in the fund probably 
will not be adequate to maintain the sys- 
tem unless rates are increased. 


As a rule, Larson said the water fund 


should have a surplus of cash in the 
event emergency repairs have to be 
made to the water system. In the last 
year, the village has had to make a num- 
ber of emergency repairs to wells and 
water mains. 


Since 1969, the 'last time water rates 


were raised in the village, Larson said 
the costs of operating and maintaining 
the water system have increased sub- 
stantially. "Our costs have gone up a 
great deal because of inflation and the 
rates should reflect our costs," he said.

To select desirable administrators 
Schools to use new interview method 


Humanistic education begins at the 


top, with administrators concerned more 
with people than strictly following rules 
of management, according to Dist. 21 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


In' an effort to select administrators 


who are guided by this philosophy, Dist. 
21 is one of the first school districts in 
the country that w'ill begin screening ap- 
plicants for administrative positions with 
a new interview technique called the 
"Administrator Perceiver." 


The school district serves Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Developed by psychologists at the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska in Lincoln and first 
available for use this year, tiw "Admin- 
istrator Perceiver" is designed to spot 
certain desirable qualities in high-level 
job candidates through questioning. 


Employed by a wide variety of busi- 


ness and industrial concerns for some 
time in hiring management personnel, 
the questions focus on detecting qualities 
that have been identified as being com- 
mon to all "successful managers." 


"A POOR MANAGER will manage 


good people poorly," Gill said. "You 
have to have good managers and, in 
educationese — that means good admin- 
istrators — they're the key to the whole 
operation." 


Steve Stavrakas, administrative assist- 


ant, is becoming the specialist for the 
district in handling the "administrator 
Perceiver," expected to be used for the 
first time this summer, 


Stavrakas, along with several other 


Dist. 21 administrators, including Assist- 
ant Supt. John Barger and Adminis- 
trative Asst. Marjorie Beu, have been to 
Lincoln for intensive training in imple- 
menting the technique. 


Although the list of 72 questions asked 


of applicants is kept confidential to en- 
sure honest, spontaneous answers from 
job candidates, Stavrakas explained that 
the process is Intended to identify the in- 
dividual's approach to management. 


THE QUESTIONS include situation 


problems, and queries to measure the 
applicant's background in education and 
his goals. They are designed to measure 
the candidate's potential for manpower 
development and test his effectiveness 
as, among other things, a relator, delega- 
tor, arranger, catalyzer and group en- 
hancer. 


The training sessions attended by Stav- 


rakas and the other Dist. 21 adminis- 
trators were to teach them how to objec- 
tively evaluate the applicant's answers 
in the interviews that usually last almost 
two hours. 


"Rather than trying to be a subjective 


judge — which always gets you into

Dundee Road 
crews back 
on the job

Some shops along the long-delayed 


Dundee Road construction project may 
not make it until the road is reopened, 
according to the president of the Buffalo 
Grove Chamber of Commerce. 


Chamber president David Potter said 


Monday the condition of the road has so 
discouraged traffic in the vicinity that 
many local businesses have been hurt. 


Dundee Road has been under construc- 


tion since September, 1972 and has been 
subject to numeroQs delays. State offi- 
cials have blamed the weather and short- 
ages of construction materials for the de- 
lays. 


But Potter, in describing the plight of 


the local merchant, said continued de- 
lays are hurting the small businessmen's 
situation on the road. 


"The figures I'm hearing from a lot of 


local merchants is that business is down 
25 to 30 per cent when they should be up 
that much and probably would be if it 
wasn't for the condition of the road." 


POTTER ADDED, "The thing that 


concerns me is that some of these mer- 
chants may not make it until the road is 
finished. Some of them may have been 
having problems anyway, but the road 
sure didn't help them any." 


The latest report from the state shows 


work has resumed on Dundee Road fol- 
lowing the winter shut-down, and con- 
struction of the widening project should 
be in full swing by late April or early 
May. 


Ronald Kennedy, project engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
Monday some minor work was started 
last week, but the major job of paving 
will have to wait until the ground dries 
out and the weather gets warmer. 


The project consists of widening the 


road 
to 
four 
lanes 
between 
Elm- 


hurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


State officials have said the situation 


on Dundee Road should improve some- 
what after two lanes are finished. Motor- 
ists will then travel on a new pavement 
instead of the old battered pavement that 
now exists. 


Prior to construction being called off 


for the winter, workmen had installed 
two lanes between Elmhurst Road and a 
point about 300 feet west of Buffalo 
Grove Road. 


STATE OFFICIALS and Greco Con- 


tractors, the firm doing the work, have 
been criticized by Buffalo Grove offi- 
cials, merchants and residents for what 
has been called a ''lack of progress" on 
the road. Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
called the road a "death trap" last De- 
cember. 


The Buffalo 
Grove Village 
Board 


passed a resolution and sent letters to 
Gov. Walker and several state legislators 
asking that work on the road be ex- 
pedited. 


As a result, the state this year has des- 


ignated Dundee Road as the number one 
road priority in the northern part of Illi- 
nois. 


Kennedy said the state hopes to have 


two lanes of .the road completely paved 
by June 1, with completion of the entire 
project scheduled for September. 


Work on the project, however, could be 


delayed if there is an excessive amount 
of rain or difficulty obtaining construc- 
tion materials, state officials said.

Are more builders involved in Hoffman Estates payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials during the 1960s, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M. Peskin. 


Thomas P. Sullivan — defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers In the village's history. 
He specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration, 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations involving Kenroy 
Corp.. Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn.. once owner of the property 
formerly known as Howle-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, including the three he accused, in- 


volved In zoning during the 1960s, and 
said payoffs were made by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multicon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction 
Co.; Kassuba Development 


Corp.; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Cnmelot Corp. and Rossmoor Corp. 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
to the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., in November 
1968. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank J. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins, 


Convicted ex-trustee starts parole 


James L. Sloan, convicted felon in the 


Hoffman Estates-Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, last night appar- 
ently went home to 2803 Northampton 
Dr., Rolling Meadows, for the first time 
since he surrendered to federal marshals 
Jan. 14. 


Sloan, Hoffman Estates trustee from 


1963-69, said yesterday he had started his 
parole as of Monday morning after 
serving two months and 10 days of his 
six-month federal prison sentence for 
conviction of bribery, conspiracy and in- 
come tax. evasion. He pleaded guilty 
Nov. 9, 1973, to the charges stemming 
from bribes paid by Kaufman and Broad 
Homes, Inc. in November 1968. ' 


K&B and five other past village officials 
last Oct. 26. All but Peskin have pleaded 
guilty jn the case.'The trial enters its sev 
enth day this morning. 


In citing the FBI reports, Sullivan said 


Jenkins told federal agents the village of- 


ficials split fees with former village pros- 
ecutor Robert Burke and former village 
attorney Peter Schuttz, who arranged the 
Howie-In-The-Hills special assessment 
and tax spread. 


JENKINS TOLD of payments to the of- 


ficials by Admiral Builders, and the use 
of Twinbrook Investments Co. as a con- 
duit for bribes for Kenroy/Multicon zon- 
ing for the Hill Dale Villages project. Ad- 
miral Builders is the former owner of 
land on which Interlude Apartments 
were built by Camelot Corp., and obtain- 
ed zoning for the apartment complex.

Wheeling and Elk Grove Village are 


among 10 suburban government agencies 
under scrutiny by Cook County State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey's office in a widen- 
ing probe of kickbacks from chemical 
companies, according to a source close 
to the investigation. 


The four-month probe resulted Jast 


week in the Indictment of 22 present and 
former suburban Cook County officials 
from 14 communities on charges in- 
cluding' bribery, official misconduct and 
holding Illegal Interest hi contracts. 


Among them were J. 
C. Smith, 


Schaumburg village public works super- 
intendent; John Mittvick, a Schaumburg 
building inspector and Rogers Eiermann, 
a Schaumburg Park District employe. 


"We are looking at other companies, 


other suburbs and other officials," the 
source said, mentioning Wheeling and 
Elk Grove as government agencies being 
checked for possible kickbacks. 


The 22 officials indicted last week all 


allegedly accepted merchandise gifts 
from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. Other chemical companies whose 
sales are now being scrutinized include 
Precision Laboratories Inc.. of North- 
brook: Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park; National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of 
Irving, Tex.; Cole Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis: and Misco International Chem- 
icals. Inc. of Wheeling. 


HERALD CHECKS OF village records 


in Wheeling and Elk Grove Village show 
purchases from several of the companies 
in recent years. It could not be deter- 
mined if the state's attorney's office has 
found any evidence of wrongdoing by of- 
ficials of either village. 


Wheeling purchased a total of $4,576 in 


chemicals from Madison, Misco and Na- 
tional Chemsearch during the past five 
years, according to village treasurer's 
reports from fiscal years 1969 to 1973. 


Records in Elk Grove Village show 


purchases of $8,310.92 in chemicals from 
Madison, Misco, National Chemsearch, 
Precision Laboratories and United Labo- 
ratories in the past five years. 


G e o r g e Passolt, Wheeling village 


manager, said he is not aware of the 
chemical-kickback probe. No village 
records have been requested or subpoe- 
naed in the investigation, he said. 


"To my knowledge," said Passolt, "no 


one in the village has been subpoenaed to 
talk to any grand jury. I may have 
talked to the state's attorney about the 
situation but I don't remember, since I 
talk to that office often." 


George Coney, finance director of Elk 


Grove Village, said no village records 
have been requested. He also said no one 
from village hall 'has been interviewed 
by Carey's investigators or subpoenaed 
by the grand jury. 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S office 


checked purchase records in several local 
communities as part of its investigation. 
Among them are Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect, which both "appear 
clean," according to the source. 


In addition, Carey's investigators ob- 


tained records from several of the chem- 
ical firms under scrutiny and may use 
them to trace possible payments of mer- 
chandise to officials in return for chem- 
ical purchases. 


In announcing the indictments last 


week, Carey said the alleged merchan- 
dise bribes from United Laboratories 
were valued at about 10 per cent of the 
purchase price of the chemicals.

Plan probe of motel investment scheme 
/ 


State investigators yesterday said they 


plan to probe the details of an in- 
vestment program being offered by the 
owners of a Des Plaines motel. 


The Herald learned yesterday that offi- 


cials from Illinois Secretary of State Mi- 
chael Howlett's office planned to look 
into the legality of an advertisement 
which offered to pay 12 per cent annual 
interest on investment. 


An investigator for the Secretary of 


State's, securities division termed the ad- 
vertisement "highly unusual" and said a 
full investigation of the situation would 
be initiated. 


The advertisement appeared last week- 


end and was placed by the managers of 


the Rio Rand Motel, 173 River Rd., Des 
Plaines. 


"Do you have any money to invest? 


We will pay 12 per cent on your fully- 
secured investment dollars," the ad 
states'. 


A spokesman for the motel said they 


hope to raise $100,000 using the motel and 
several local apartment buildings as col- 
lateral on the loan. 


"WE ARE PLANNING to make im- 


provements to the motel, but all of the 
local banks have refused to make loans 
to us," said the spokesman. 


The motel, which rents apartments by 


the week, has frequently been the scene 
of the arrest of illegal aliens. 


The Rio Rand has been the target of 


several city lawsuits in the past over al- 
leged building and health code violations. 
The suits were dismissed afer the owners 
of the motel corrected the violations. 


Attorneys for the motel charged the 


city inspectors were harassing the own- 
ers and tenants of the motel. 


THE CITY FILED suit against the 


owners hi 1968, but stepped up its efforts 
in 1970 after a fire partially destroyed 
one of the three structures that make up 
the Rio Rand. 


Edward Bileski, president of the Rio 


Rand Motel Corp., which manages the 
facility, denied city inspectors access to 
the apartments, charging the city was 
trying to put the motel out of business. 


Are more builders involved in Hoffman Estates payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials during the 19BOS, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M. Peskui. 


Thomas P. Sullivan — defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers In the village's history. 
He specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration. 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations Involving Kcnroy 
Corp., Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn., once owner of the property 
formerly known as Howle-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, Including the three he accused, in- 


volved in zoning during the71960s, and 
said payoffs were made, by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multlcon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction Co.; Kassuba Development 
Corp.; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Camelot Corp. and Rossmoor Corp. 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
to the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., in November 
1908. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank J. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins, 


Convicted ex-trustee starts parole 


James L, Sloan, convicted felon in the 


Hoffman Estates-Kaufman and Broad

"Teachers are on committees to re-

Are more builders involved in Hoffman Estates payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offl- 
cinls during the 1960s, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M. Peskin. 


Thomas P. Sullivan — defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers in the village's history. 
He specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration. 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations involving Kenroy 
Corp., Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn., once owner of the property 
formerly known as Howle-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, including the-three he accused, in- 


volved in zoning during the 1960s, and 
said payoffs were made by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multicon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction Co.; Kassuba 
Development 


Corp.; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Camelot Corp. and Rossmoor Corp. 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
to the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., in November 
1968. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court' Judge Frank J. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins, 


Convicted ex-trustee starts parole 


James L. Sloan, convicted felon in the 


Hoffman Estates-Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, last night appar- 
ently went home Jo 2803 Northampton

"This Twinbrook Investments

was the vehicle these men used in con- 
nection with the Multicon/Kenroy thing," 
said Sullivan. 


The Herald linked Burke, Sloan and

when it disclosed the two former 


trustees, then out of office, were solic- 
iting subtenants for the former Dale- 


house Restaurant, on Multicon's land. 
Twinbrook Investments, with Burke list- 
ed on incorporation papers as president, 
held the primary lease on the restaurant.

among 10 suburban government agencies 
under scrutiny by Cook County State's 
Atty, Bernard Carey's office in a widen- 
ing probe of kickbacks from chemical 
companies, according to a source close 
to the Investigation. 


The four-month probe resulted last 


week in the Indictment of 22 present and 
former suburban Cook County officials 
from 14 communities on charges In- 
cluding bribery, official misconduct and 
holding illegal interest in contracts. 


Among them were J.

intendent; John Mittvick, a Schaumburg 
building inspector and Rogers Eiermann, 
a Schaumburg Park District employe. 


"We are looking at other companies, 


other suburbs and other officials," the 
source said, mentioning' Wheeling and 
Elk Grove as government agencies being 
checked for possible kickbacks, 


The 22 officials indicted last week all 


allegedly accepted merchandise gifts 
from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. Other chemical companies whose 
sales are now being scrutinized include 
Precision Laboratories Inc., of North- 
brook; Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park; National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of

Are more builders involved in Hoffman 
Estates 
payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials during the 1960s, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M Peskin. 


Tlionifl!) P. Sullivan — defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers in the village's history. 
He specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration. 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations Involving Kenroy 
Corp.. Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn.. once'owner of the property 
formerly known as Howle-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, including the three he accused, in- 


volved in zoning during the 1960s, and 
said payoffs were made by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multicon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction Co,; Kassuba Development 
Corp.; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Camelot Corp, and Rossmoor Corp. 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
' builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
to the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc.,- in November 
1968. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank J. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins, 


Convicted ex-trustee starts parole 


James L. Sloan, convicted felon in the 


Hoffman Estates-Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, last night appar- 
ently went home to 2803 Northampton 
Dr., Rolling Meadows, for the first time 
since he surrendered to federal marshals 
Jan, 14. 


Sloan, Hoffman Estates trustee from 


K&B and five other past village officials 
last Oct. 26. All but Peskin have pleaded 
guilty in the case. The trial enters its sev 
enth day this morning.

JENKINS TOLD of payments to the of-

Ad- 
miral Builders is the former owner of 
land on which Interlude Apartments 
were built by Camelot Corp., and obtain- 
ed zoning for the apartment complex. 


Twinbrook Investments was a com- 


pany formed by Burke, and owned by 
Jenkins; former trustees Howard Noble, 
Gerard Meyer and James Sloan and for- 
mer planning and zoning commissioner 
Edward Finger, said Sullivan. 


"This Twinbrook Investments thing 


was the vehicle these men used in con- 
nection with the Multicon/Kenroy thing," 
said Sullivan. 


The Herald linked Burke, Sloan and

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Dundee Road 
creivs back 
on the job

Some shops along the long-delayed 


Dundee Road construction project may 
not make it until the road is reopened, 
according to the president of the Buffalo 
Grove Chamber of Commerce. 


Chamber president David Potter said 


Monday the condition of the road has so 
discouraged traffic in the vicinity that 
many local businesses have been hurt. 


Dundee Road has been under construc- 


tion since September, 1972 and has been 
subject to numerous delays. State offi- 
cials have blamed the weather and short- 
ages of construction materials for the de- 
lays. 


But Potter, in describing the plight of 


the local merchant, said continued de- 
lays are hurting the small businessmen's 
situation on the road. 


"The figures I'm hearing from a lot of 


local merchants is that business Is down 
25 to 30 per cent when they should be up 
that much and probably would be if it 
wasn't for the condition of the road." 


POTTER ADDED. "The thing that 


concerns me is that some of these mer- 
chants may not make it until the road is 
finished. Some of them may have been 
having problems anyway, but the road 
sure didn't help them any," 


The latest report from the state shows 


work has resumed on Dundee Road fol- 
lowing the winter shut-down, and con- 
struction of the widening project should 
be in full swing by late April or early 
May. 


Ronald Kennedy, project engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
Monday some minor work was started 
last week, but the major job of paving 
will have to wait until the ground dries 
out and the weather gets warmer. 


The project consists of widening the 


road 
to 
four 
lanes 
between Elm- 


hurst Road and 111. Rte, 53, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


State officials have said the situation 


on Dundee Road should Improve some- 
what after two lanes are finished. Motor- 
ists will then travel on a new pavement 
instead of the old battered pavement that 
now exists. 


Prior to construction being called off 


for the winter, workmen had installed 
two fanes between Elmhurst Road and a 
point about 300 feet west of Buffalo 
Grove Road. 


STATE OFFICIALS and Greco Con- 


tractors, the firm doing the work, have 
been criticized by Buffalo Grove offi- 
cials, merchants and residents for what 
has been called a "lack of progress" on 
the road. Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
called the road a "death trap" last De- 
cember. 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board 


passed a resolution and sent letters to 
Gov. Walker and several state legislators 
asking that work on the road be ex- 
pedited. 


As a result, the state this year has des- 


ignated Dundee Road as the number one 
road priority in the northern part of Illi- 
nois. 


Kennedy said the state hopes to have 


two lanes of the road completely paved 
by June l, with completion of the entire 
project scheduled for September. 


Work on the project, however, could be 


delayed If there is an excessive amount 
of ram or difficulty obtaining construc- 
tion materials, state officials said. 


UNDER THE STATE'S contract with 


Greco, the contractor has 90 working 
days to complete construction before any 
fines are assessed. Working days are de- 
fined as days when weather or other fac- 
tors will permit construction. Thus, the 
amount of time remaining before a fine 
is assessed cannot be pinpointed. 


Kennedy said once two lanes are in- 


stalled, the state will connect the realign- 
ments of Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights roads with Dundee Road. Pre- 
viously, the state said the realignments 
would not be tied into Dundee Road until 
all four lanes were completed.

1963-69, said yesterday he had started his 
parole, as of Monday morning 
after

from bribes paid by Kaufman and Broad 
Homes, Inc. in November 1968.

Ad- 
miral Builders is the former owner of 
land on which Interlude Apartments 
were built by Camelot Corp., and obtain- 
ed zoning for the apartment complex. 


Twinbrook Investments was a com- 


pany formed by Burke, and owned by 
Jenkins; former trustees Howard Noble, 
Gerard Meyer and James Sloan and for- 
mer planning and zoning commissioner 
Edward Finger, said Sullivan. 


"This 
Twinbrook Investments 
thing 


was the vehicle these men used in con- 
nection with the Multicon/Kenroy thing," 
said Sullivan, 


The Herald linked Burke, Sloan and 


Noble to Twinbrook Investments in May 
1971, when it disclosed the two former 
trustees, then out of office, were solic- 
iting subtenants for the former Dale- 
house Restaurant, on Multicon's land. 
Twinbrook Investments, with Burke list- 
ed on incorporation papers as president, 
held the primary lease on the restaurant.

Village calls for 
revisions in bill 
on election code 


A resolution calling for revision of an 


Illinois Senate bill concerning the state 
election code was unanimously approved 
last night by Hoffman Estates Village 
board. 


Helen Wozniak, village clerk, said the 


bill places the handling of village elec- 
tions In the hands of the county clerk. 
She added that the municipalities could 
best handle such election procedures. 


In other business, the board passed an 


ordinance establishing a deposit for wa- 
ter and sewer service to delinquent bill- 
payers. 


If the residential user falls to pay his 


bill twice within a year, he must deposit 
S30 with the village for two years or until 
services are terminated. 


COMMERCIAL users and apartment 


owners will deposit 1M> times their aver- 
age monthly bill if they fail to pay bills 
twice within a year. 


The board also approved purchase of 


11 squad cars through the Illinois Joint 
Purchasing Act at a cost of $3,448.50 per 
car. The village would save an estimated 
$170 per vehicle through the act, rather 
than through regular bidding procedures, 
Trustee William Cowin said. 


George Longmeyer, Village Manager, 


informed the board that he had talked to 
the county highway department about 
potholes in Bode Road. He said he antici- 
pated further meetings with the depart- 
ment to get cooperation in the road's re- 
pair. 


Trustees were uncertain under whose 


jurisdiction parts of the road fall. 


Chemical kickback probe 
widens to more suburbs

Wheeling and Elk Grove Village are 


among 10 suburban government agencies 
under scrutiny by Cook County State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey's office In a widen- 
ing probe of kickbacks from chemical 
companies, according to a source close 
to the investigation. 


The four-month probe resulted last 


week in the indictment of 22 present and 
former suburban Cook County officials 
from 
14 communities on charges in- 


cluding bribery, official misconduct and 
holding illegal interest In contracts. 


Among 
them 
were J. 
C. Smith, 


Schaumburg village public works super- 
intendent: John Mittvlck. a Schaumburg 
building inspector and Rogers Eiermann, 
a Schaumburg Park District employe. 


"We are looking at other companies, 


other suburbs and other officials," the 
source said, mentioning Wheeling and 
Elk Grove as government agencies being 
checked for possible kickbacks. 


The 22 officials Indicted last week all 


allegedly accepted 
merchandise 
gifts 


from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. Other chemical companies whose 
sales arc now being scrutinized include 


Precision Laboratories Inc., of North- 
brook; Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park; National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of 
Irving, Tex.; Cole Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis; and Misco International Chem- 
icals, Inc. of Wheeling. 


HERALD CHECKS OF village records 


in Wheeling and Elk Grove Village show 
purchases from several of the companies 
in recent years. It could not be deter- 
mined if the state's attorney's office has 
found any evidence of wrongdoing by of- 
ficials of either village. 


Wheeling purchased a total of $4,576 in 


chemicals from Madison, Misco and Na- 
tional Chemsearch during the past five 
years, according to village treasurer's 
reports from fiscal years 1969 to 1973. 


Records in Elk Grove Village show 


purchases of $8,310.92 in chemicals from 
Madison, Misco, National Chemsearch, 
Precision Laboratories and United Labo- 
ratories in the past five years. 


G e o r g e Passolt, Wheeling village 


manager, said he is not aware of the 
chemical-kickback 
probe.

Parking 
stickers 
for Sheffield

State license plates, village stickers 


and now a homeowners' association sti- 
cker to park? 


That's what's in store for residents of 


Sheffield Manor. The Sheffield Manor 
Homeowners' Assn. has required all resi- 
dents to pay an annual 50-cent parking 
sticker fee to reserve their spot to park. 
All cars not complying with the home- 
owners decree will be liable for towing. 


Residents received one-week notice 


concerning the parking sticker. David 
Stieg. chairman of the maintenance com- 
mittee, said the sticker became neces- 
sary because there just aren't enough 
parking places to go around. 


LEVITT AND SON INC., developers of 


Sheffield Manor, promised all residents 
one assigned spot or two spots if the resi- 
dent owns two cars. However, Stieg 
noted that several residents own more 
than two cars. Often there are not 
enough spaces to go around and several 
residents have complained, he said. 


To alleviate this problem, the mainte- 


nance committee suggested sticker sys- 
tem. Each resident pays a 50 cent sticker 
fee per car. The fee covers the cost of 
the sticker and maintaining the curb 
numbering to match the sticker. 


Through the sticker system, he ex- 


plained, each homeowner would receive 
an "outside garage. This way we control 
and guarantee someone's deslpated spot 
close to their home," he said. 


A survey of homeowners indicates that 


many are questioning the sticker require- 
ment. 


"I think that it is rather strange they 


would require it due to the fact that we 
pay a $zo per month fee already." said 
Louise Canary of 710 Newton Ct. "There 
doesn't seem to be a parking problem 
here." 


ACCORDING TO Ron Astramskas of 


2218 Ramsey Ct., "Because too many 
have too many cars 1 guess it is neces- 
sary. It's not really just, but in view of 
certain circumstances, It appears to be 
the only way we can fix the situation." 


For Marge Raclawskl of 2217 Denton 


Ct.. the 50 cent fee wouldn't bother her if 
it assured her a parking spot. "I still 
think we should have some say about 
where our spot is," she added. 


Although others questioned the legality 


of the fee in light of the village and state 
fees, village Atty. Jack Siegel stated that 
it is a private agency on private property 
dealing with its own matters. 
Con- 


sequently the fee is legal. 


Robert Brandwein, Levitt regional gen- 


eral attorney, also noted that the fee is 
authorized under the agreements of the 
homeowners' association that states "the 
a s s o c i a t i o n shall maintain parking 
spaces." 


So Sheffield Manor residents soon will 


sport one more sticker next to the vil- 
lage's.

naed in the investigation, he said. 


"To my knowledge," said Passolt, "no 


one in the village has been subpoenaed to 
talk to any grand jury. I may have 
talked to the state's attorney about the 
situation but I don't remember, since I 
talk to that office often."

Grove Village, said no village records 
have been requested. He also said no one 
from village hall has been interviewed 
by Carey's investigators or subpoenaed 
by the grand jury.

ical firms under scrutiny and may use 
them to trace possible payments of mer- 
chandise to officials in return for chem- 
ical purchases. 


In announcing the indictments last 


week, Carey said the alleged merchan- 
dise bribes from United Laboratories 
were valued at about 10 per cent of the 
purchase price of the chemicals. 


Smith, the Schaumburg public works 


superintendent named in 11 counts of 
bribery, official misconduct and illegal 
interest in contracts, is accused of ac- 
cepting three television sets, two refrig- 
erators, sporting goods, luggage and $225 
in U.S. Savings Bonds. 


MITTVICK IS accused of accepting a 


$150 record player and Eiermann is 
charged with accepting unspecified mer- 
chandise from a catalogue used as part 
of its sales pitch by United Laboratories. 


Ralph E. Wilkening, former Schaum-

Meyer testified next, telling how Jen- 


kins had disclosed the bribery plans dur- 
ing a Canada fishing trip in August 1968.

dens has resigned for reasons of health. 
The resignation of the 58-year-old Gid- 
dens was announced Monday, 


"My doctor thinks it would be best," 


Giddens told the Herald Monday of his 
leaving the top police post. He suffered a 
mild stroke over a year ago and under- 
went extensive oral surgery last Novem- 
ber. The surgery "had a big effect" on 
his physical condition, Giddens said. 


Giddens was hired by Village Mgr. 


Robert J. Eppley, who now has accepted

Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Eppley will reach Into the police depart- 
ment for at least a temporary replace- 
ment fur Police Chief Bert Giddens, 
whose resignation is effective May 17. 


Eppley Monday told The Herald he will 


appoint an acting police chief from with- 
in the department. However, Eppley said 
he has not yet determined how he will

Giddens' resignation "with deep regret," 
Giddens took over as chief in January, 
1972. and had hoped to serve until age 82. 


"It was a very difficult decision to 


make." Giddens said, but he added that 
he felt he had laid enough groundwork 
for the building of a "fine"' police depart- 
ment. 


Eppley, in a letter to Giddens, agreed. 


"I believe you have set forces in motion 
that will never be stopped," Eppley 
wrote. "I mean the emphasis on profes- 
sionalism, education, training and proper 
police procedures." 


SHORTLY AFTER Giddens took over 


as chief, he began sending both super- 
visory personnel and patrolmen to vari- 
ous training schools, both in the state 
and the country. Giddens also Instituted 
procedures that, while used almost uni- 
versally elsewhere, were never used in 
Mount Prospect. These included dally 
roll calls and a more rigorous reporting 
system. 


Rumors of Giddens resignation started 


falsely several weeks ago, when Giddens 
sold his Mount Prospect house. Giddens, 
however, at that time had no plans to

In 1962, Giddens left Okla- 
homa to become Evanston's police chief. 


TOWARD THE END of his seven years 


in Evanston, Giddens first became in- 
volved in controversy. During the sum- 
mer of 1969 a chapter of the Combined 
Counties Police Association (CCPA) was 
formed in Evanston and a "sick-in" to 
obtain higher wages was threatened. 
Giddens was also charged with dis- 
crimination and "lack of leadership" by 
14 black policemen and promotion dis- 
crimination by some of the white police- 
men. 


Giddens left his Evanston post to be- 


come a professor at Loop College, City 
Colleges of Chicago. He instructed Police 
Academy recruits. 


After coming to Mount Prospect, con- 


troversy followed. Again, much of the 
controversy was prompted by a local 
CCPA chapter among patrolmen. The 
union recently charged Giddens with dis- 
crimination against its members and the 
union's magazine called for Giddens' res- 
ignation. 


Giddens has always maintained, how- 


ever, that the controversy stems from 
the policemen's dislike of the changes he 
has made — first in Evanston and then 
in the Mount Prospect police depart- 
ment. In Evanston, he reorganized the 
police department, creating separate di- 
visions 
for operations 
and adminis- 


tration. Some people resent changes, 
Giddens has said.

million budget drawn up; 


no tax hike, no new services

A tentative $8 million balanced budget 


that holds the line on taxes has been 
drawn up for the Village of Mount Pros- 
pect for 1974-75 by Village Mgr. Robert 
J. Eppley. 


Eppley described the proposed budget 


— a modest 6.6 per cent higher than the 
present $7.7 budget — as "holding ac- 
tion," maintaining the present level of 
services and taxes. 


"With the energy crunch and all the 


things going on in the national economy,, 
this is very difficult to do. This budget 
will hold us where we are. I don't want 
to lose momentum, but every now and 
then, you need some breathing space." 


EPPLEY DESCRIBED the process of 


matching expenses with available reve- 
nue as "the toughest in 25 years," large- 
ly because of the 8.9 per cent cost of 
living increase. In his budget message to 
the village board, Eppley summed up the 
quandary of devising a budget this year 
in quoting a passage from Lewis Car- 
roll's "Through the Looking-Glass," in 
which the queen tells Alice: "Now, here, 
you see, it takes all the running you can 
do to keep in the same place." 


Eppley said the proposed budget would 


not result in an increase in the present 
estimated village tax rate of $74.71 per 


$10,000 equalized assessed valuation. No 
new taxes are suggested. 


The document will be scrutinized by 


the village board in a series of budget 
sessions, beginning at 7:30 p.m. tonight 
in the village hall, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy. The trustees have final authority 
over the budget, and can change the pro- 
posed budget before final adoption, 
which is scheduled for April 16. The new 
fiscal year begins May 1. 


HERE'S A RUNDOWN of the five 


primary new items in the $7,979,615 pro- 
posed budget: 


• Purchasing a pumper for the fire de- 


partment. Estimated cost: $50,000. 


• Hiring a traffic engineer, $15,000. 
• Conducting a special referendum 


over whether to buy the Rob Roy Golf 
Course, $8,000. 


• Aiding senior citizens in a variety of 


programs, $6,000. 


• Running the village blood program, 


$5,000 to $7,000. 


The proposed budget includes a 7 per 


cent across-the-board pay raise for vil- 
lage employes, but no change in their 
fringe benefits. Some department heads 
will receive a larger salary boost, Ep- 
pley said. Because of the tight financial 
situation, his own salary will remain at 
$30,600. 


ANOTHER ITEM in the new budget is 


a $100-a-month car allowance for village 
employes who use their own aulos for 
village work, primarily building in- 
spectors. The present car allowance is 
$75 a month. 


Eppley listed four items he said he 


wanted to include in the budget but was 
forced to cut because of limited reve- 
nues: 


• Hiring five new policemen and nine 


new firemen. Estimated cost: $210,000, 
including salaries, uniform allowances, 
pension, insurance and other fringe bene- 
fits. 


• Setting aside money for land pur- 


chase, $110,000. 


• Offering extra pay to firemen with 


special training, such as paramedics, 
$12,000. 


• Conducting a feasibility study of vil- 


lage purchase of Citizens Utilities Co. 
equipment in the New Town section of 
the village, $8,000 to $10,000. Eppley said

Are more builders involved in Hoffman Estates payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials during the 1960s, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M Peskin. 


Thomas P. Sullivan — defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers in the village's history. 
He specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration, 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations Involving Kenroy 
Corp.. Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn., once owner of the property 
formerly known as Howie-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, including the three he accused, in- 


volved in zoning during the 1960s, and 
said payoffs were made by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multicon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction 
Co,; Kassuba Development 


Corp,; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Came lot Corp. and Rossmoor Corp, 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
to the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., in November 
1968. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather, than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank J. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins, 


Convicted ex-trustee starts parole 


James L. Sloan, convicted felon in the 


Hoffman Estates-Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, last night appar- 
ently went home to 2803 Northampton 
Dr., Rolling Meadows, for the first time 
since he surrendered to federal marshals 
Jan. 14. 


Sloan, Hoffman Estates trustee from 


K&B and five other past village officials 
last Oct. 26. All but Peskin have pleaded 
guilty in the case. The trial enters its sev 
enth day this morning.

Ad- 
miral Builders is the former owner of 
land on which Interlude 
Apartments 


were built by Camelot Corp., and obtain- 
ed zoning for the apartment complex. 


Twinbrook Investments was a com- 


pany formed by Burke, and owned by 
Jenkins; former trustees Howard Noble, 
Gerard Meyer and James Sloan and for- 
mer planning and zoning commissioner 
Edward Finger, said Sullivan. 


"This Twinbrook Investments

was the vehicle these men used hi con- 
nection with the Multicon/Kenroy thing," 
said Sullivan. 


The Herald linked Burke, Sloan and 


Noble to Twinbrook Investments in May 
1971, when it disclosed the two former 
trustees, then out of office, were solic- 
iting subtenants for the former Dale- 


house Restaurant, on Multicon's land. 
Twinbrook Investments, with Burke list- 
ed on incorporation papers as president, 
held the primary lease on the restaurant.

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Widen chemical 
kickback probe 
to more suburbs

Wheeling and Elk Grove Village are 


among 10 suburban government agencies 
under scrutiny by Cook County State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey's office in a widen- 
ing probe of kickbacks from chemical 
companies, according to a source close 
to the investigation. 


The four-month probe resulted last 


week in the Indictment of 22 present and 
former suburban Cook County officials 
from 14 communities on charges in- 
cluding bribery, official misconduct and 
holding illegal interest in contracts. 


Among them were J. C. Smith, 


Schaumburg village public works super- 
intendent; John Mlttvick, a Schaumburg 
building inspector and Rogers Eiermann, 
a Schaumburg Park District employe. 


"We are looking at other companies, 


other suburbs and other officials," the 
source said, mentioning Wheeling and 
Elk Grove as government agencies being 
checked for possible kickbacks. 


The 22 officials indicted last week all 


allegedly accepted 
merchandise gifts 


from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. Other chemical companies whose 
sales are now being scrutinized include 
Precision Laboratories Inc., of North- 
brook; Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park; National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of 
Irving. Tex.; Cole Chemical Co, of St. 
Louis; and Misco International Chem- 
icals, Inc. of Wheeling. 


HERALD CHECKS OF village records 


in Wheeling and Elk Grove Village show 
purchases from several of the companies 
in recent years. It could not be deter- 
mined If the state's attorney's office has 
found any evidence of wrongdoing by of- 
ficials of either village. 


Wheeling purchased a total of $4,576 in

erators, sporting goods, luggage and $225 
in U.S. Savings Bonds. 


MITTVICK IS accused of accepting a 


$150 record player and Eiermann is 
charged with accepting unspecified mer- 
chandise from a catalogue used as part 
of its sales pitch by United Laboratories. 


Ralph E. Wilkening, former Schaum- 


burg Township highway commissioner, 
pleaded guilty in January to seven offi- 
cial misconduct counts in connection 
with merchandise he received after mak- 
ing purchases from Cole Chemical Co. 
He was fined $2,440 and received proba- 
tion on each of the charges.

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Village approves 
$6,000 subsidy 
for bus company 


A special session of the Arlington 


Heights Village Board voted last night to 
give Metron Systems, Inc., $6,000 in sub- 
sidies until M'ay I. 


Metron, which has provided bus ser- 


vice in the village and nearby commu- 
mties since September, has been plagued 
by financial troubles. Claude Luisada, 
Metron president, had said the company 
needed a $2,000 monthly subsidy from the 
village to continue operation. 


The subsidy to Metron has several 


strings attached to it. The trustees, vot- 
ing on a recommendation from village 
manager L. A. Hanson, said the money 
would go to pay back bills and operating 
expenses. 


Each expenditure would have to be ap- 


proved in writing by the village finance 
director and voted upon by the board of 
trustees. 


Matron's accounts would be subject to 


immediate audit by an Independent agen- 
cy to be completed by the end of March. 


The trustees voted to place a "freeze" 


on present Metron services. This action 
blocks implementation of the "dial- 
a-bus" service proposed by Luisada.

this number has been steadily increas- 
ing. He said if the present upward trend 
continues, the commuter 
bus routes 


Mould be in the black in seven to 10 
months. 


The bus system in Arlington Heights 


began last September. A one-year agree- 
ment between Metron and the village 
gave the company two new buses pur- 
chased at village jexpense. The buses cost 
a total of $56,000. 


Metron now provides three commuter 


bus lines between the villa'ge train sta- 
tion and selected residential areas. Luis- 
ada estimated about 200 persons use the 
buses dally. A monthly bus pass cost $15. 


Metron has made proposals to other 


nearby communities but only to manage 
the bus system. Expenses and revenue 
will be the responsibility of the munici- 
pality rather than the bus company. 


Chemical kickback probe 
widens to more suburbs

Wheeling and Elk Grove Village are 


among 10 suburban government agencies 
under scrutiny by Cook County State's 
Ally Bernard Carey's office in a widen- 
ing probe of kickbacks from chemical 
companies, according to a source close 
to the investigation. 


The four-month probe resulted last 


week in the indictment of 22 present and 
former suburban Cook County officials 
from 
14 communities on charges in- 


cluding bribery, official misconduct and 
Iwlding illegal Interest In contracts.

Schaumburg village public works super- 
intendent; John Mittvick, a Schaumburg 
building Inspector and Rogers Eiermann, 
a Schaumburg Park District employe, 


"We arc looking at other companies, 


other suburbs and other officials," the 
source said, mentioning Wheeling and 
Elk Grove as government agencies being 
checked for possible kickbacks. 


The 22 officials indicted last week all 


allegedly accepted 
merchandise 
gifts 


from United Laboratories, Inc., of Addi- 
son. 
Other chemical companies whose 


sales are now being scrutinized include 
Precision Laboratories Inc., of North- 
brook; Madison Chemical of Franklin 
Park; National Chemsearch Co., Inc., of 
Irving, Tex.; Cole Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis; and Misco International Chem- 
icals, Inc. of Wheeling.

In dispute \vith superintendent 
Teachers, parents support principals

Teachers and parents in School Dist. 59 


appear to be lining up in support of prin- 
cipals in the district who may be headed 
for a showdown with their Superintend- 
ent, James Erviti, over personal and 
educational issues. 


The Herald disclosed Monday that the 


Principals' Association has sent Erviti a 
letter, listing several "concerns" about 
his leadership, citing his "constant de- 
meaning of principals," an unnecessarily 
expensive 
and educationally unsound 


budget development 
practice and a 


single-text approach to curriculum which 
presents itself as "rigid and relic of the 
dark ages." 


The principals and Erviti have held 


several meetings in the past month, but 
have apparently made "little progress" 
so far in the opinion of several principals 
close to the situation. 


An emergency meeting of the Dist. 59 


Teachers' Council has been called for to- 
day to discuss the situation between the 
principals and Erviti, according to Toni 
Kane, council president. The council rep- 
resents about 370 of the approximately 
520 teachers in the Elk Grove Township 
elementary school district. 


MRS. KANE SAID the governing board 


of the council has met and decided "to 
be supportive of the principals." "I'm 
sure that's the way the rest of the mem- 
bership will feel," she added. 


Mrs. Kane said the governing board 


of the council was especially in agree- 
ment with two of the five points the prin- 
cipals listed as their main grievances: 
The "unprofessional treatment and con- 
stant demeaning of principals . . . we 
feel is rude, inconsiderate and 
offen- 


sive," and "the single-text approach to 
curriculum which has become district di- 


rection, presents itself as rigid and relic 
of the dark ages." 


"Teachers are on committees to re- 


view the curriculum but don't have a 
vote," said Mrs. Kane. "It's like we're 
here, but we really don't have a say," 
she added. 


Also calling for quick resolution to the 


problem was Avis Wold, who is one of two 
candidates who filed for the two vacant 
seats on the Dist. 59 board. 


Mrs. Wold, who is presently co-chair- 


man of the 150-member Grove Junior 
High band boosters, said she was defi- 
nitely against any extension of the super- 
intendent's contract or raise in pay in 
view of the existing situation. She hed- 
ged on the questions on whether she 


thought dismissing the 
superintendent 


would resolve the problem. 


"LET ME JUST say that I'll com- 


pletely support the decision that would 
seem most logical," she said. "I hope 
parents and other taxpayers will voice 
their opinion to the board, which repre- 
sents them. 


"The morale in our district is not what 


it should be ... 
leadership is lacking," 


Mrs. Wold said. "I feel badly that it had 
to get to this point where the principals 
felt they had to take this kind of action." 


Speaking as president of the music 


boosters group, Mrs. Wold said, "Our 
relationship has been most unsatisfacto- 
ry with the superintendent and his lack 
of willingness to cooperate." Mrs. Wold 


added she felt parent groups in the dis- 
trict were being discouraged by Erviti. 


Board members Judy Zanca and Er- 


win Poklacki also said they'll try to get 
the school board involved in helping re- 
solve the problem quickly.

8 youths arrested in MEG drug raids 


Eight 
youths, one from 
Arlington 


Heights, were in custody following their 
arrests by agents of the Metropolitan En- 
forcement Group (MEG) during coor- 
dinated raids where agents confiscated 
between $10,000 and $15,000 worth of nar- 
cotics. 


The raids were carried out Saturday 


afternoon by undercover agents at apart- 
ments in Skokie and Chicago. Four of 
the suspects were taken into custody at 
each location. 


According to MEG Director John Hin- 


chy, 
the youths were selling and dis- 


tributing dangerous narcotics to high 
school students in Skokie-Lincolnwood 
area. 


Arrested were: Dirk Streibel, 19, of 


9714 Kildare, 
Skokie and Richard 


Streitas, 19, of 2500 Windsor Dr., in Ar- 


lington Heights. They were taken into 
custody at Streibel's apartment along 
with two Skokie juveniles, 14 and 16, 
whom Hinchy refused to identify. 


FOUR OTHER youths were taken into 


custody in a related raid about the same 
time Saturday. They were identified as 
Scott Martens, 17, 4840 Foster, Gary Sirt, 
18, 8319 Kilpatrick and Brian Drell, 19, 
7625 Knox, all of Skokie. 


Also arrested was Timothy Hoban, 20, 


7119 Keating in Lincolnwood. The raid 
occurred at an apartment at 7721 Mar- 
shfield in Chicago that was being used as 
a distribution point for drug transactions, 
Hinchy said. 


Striebel was charged with delivery and 


possession of drugs, and two counts of 
possession of marijuana. Agents charged 
Strietas with delivery of drugs while the 


two juveniles were turned over to Skokie 
youth authorities. 


Martens and Sirt were each facing two 


charges of sale of LSD and another count 
of conspiracy to sell LSD. 


DRELL WAS CHARGED with posses- 


sion of LSD and cocaine while Hoban' 
was charged with delivery of LSD and 
possession of LSD and cocaine. 


Hinchy said at the time of the arrests 


agents found about $6,000 worth of phar- 
maceutical type drugs, needles and sy- 
ringes, and cocaine ready for delivery in 
$100 packages. Hoban was carrying $800 
cash when he was arrested. 


A c c o r d i n g to reports, undercover 


agents learned from contact with the 
youths that they could buy all the drugs 
they wanted — including large amounts

Are more builders involved in Hoffman Estates 
payoffs?

At least three developers — and per- 


haps as many as 10 — bribed Roy L. 
Jenkins and other Hoffman Estates offi- 
cial? during the 1960s, a defense attorney 
charged yesterday in the trial of Bernard 
M Peskin. 


Thomas P. Sullivan - defending Pes- 


kin on bribery, tax evasion and con- 
spiracy charges—listed nine land owners 
and developers in the village's history, 
lie specifically charged three of them as 
having paid off former Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins and members of his adminis- 
tration. 


Sullivan cited FBI reports on their in- 


terviews with Jenkins last August as the 
source of accusations Involving Kcnroy 
Corp.. Admiral Builders, and City Sav- 
ings Assn., once owner of the property 
formerly known as Howle-In-The-Hills. 


Sullivan also listed a total of 10 devel- 


opers, Including the three he accused, in- 


volved in zoning during the 1960s, and 
said payoffs were made by some of 
them. The others were Hofman-Rosner; 
Multicon Properties, Inc.; Robin Con- 
struction Co.; Kassuba Development 
Corp.; the Bowling Proprietors of Amer- 
ic; Camelot Corp. and Rossmoor Corp. 
He cited Hoffman Estates records as 
providing the builders list. 


ALTHOUGH Sullivan was barred from 


questioning Jenkins about the specific 
builders, Jenkins did testify he had ac- 
cepted bribes from developers previous 
'.o the $35,000 received from Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., in November 
1968. 


Sullivan maintains Peskin was an ex- 


tortion victim, rather than the peddler of 
bribes, in the trial before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank j. McGarr. He said 
he was trying to show a pattern of ex- 
tortion involving the other companies. 
Peskin was indicted along with Jenkins,

Humanistic education begins at, the 
top, with administrators concerned more 
with people than strictly following rules 
of management, according to Dist, 21 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


In an effort to select administrators 


who are guided by this philosophy, Dist. 
21 Is one of the first school districts in 
the country that will begin screening ap- 
plicants for administrative positions with 
a new interview technique called the 
"Administrator Perceiver." 


The school district serves Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Developed by psychologists at the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska in Lincoln and first 
available for use this year, the "Admin- 
istrator Perceiver" is designed to spot 
certain desirable qualities in high-level 
job candidates through questioning. 


Employed by a wide variety of busi- 


ness and industrial concerns for some 
time in hiring management personnel, 
the questions focus on detecting qualities 
that have been identified as being com- 
mon to all "successful managers." 


"A POOR MANAGER will manage 


good people poorly," GUI said, "You 
have to have good managers and, in 
educationese — that means good admin- 
istrators — they're the key to the whole 
operation." 


Steve Stavrakas, administrative assist- 


ant, is becoming the specialist for the 
district in handling the "administrator 
Perceiver," expected to be used for the 
first time this summer. 


Stavrakas, along with several other 


Dist, 21 administrators, including Assist- 
ant Supt. John Barger and Adminis- 
trative Asst. Marjorie Beu, have been to 
Lincoln for intensive training in imple- 
menting the technique. 


Although the list of 72 questions asked 


of applicants is kept confidential to en- 
sure honest, spontaneous answers from 
job candidates, Stavrakas explained that 
the process is intended to identify the in- 
dividual's approach to management, 


THE QUESTIONS include situation 


problems, and queries to measure the 
applicant's background in education and 
his goals. They are designed to measure 
the candidate's potential for manpower 
development and test his effectiveness 
as, among other things, a relator, delega- 
tor, arranger, catalyzer and group en- 
hancer. 


The training sessions attended by Stav- 


rakas and the other Dist. 21 adminis- 
trators were to teach them how to objec- 
tively evaluate the applicant's answers 
in the interviews that usually last almost 
two hours.

"It also gives me personal satisfaction 


to look at each individual in a unique 
way," he added. 


A modified version of the perceiver 


was used last year to obtain a profile of 
all current principals and administrators 
in the district. Gill said the new per- 
ceiver is even more specifically designed 
to evaluate principals, the largest man- 
agement group in the district, which now 
numbers 17 schools.

Some shops along the long-delayed 


Dundee Road construction project may 
not make it until the road is reopened, 
according to the president of the Buffalo 
Grove Chamber of Commerce. 


Chamber president David Potter said 


Monday the condition of the road has so 
discouraged traffic in the vicinity that' 
many local businesses have been hurt. 


Dundee Road has been under construc- 


tion since September, 1972 and has been 
subject to numerous delays. State offi- 
cials have blamed the weather and short- 
ages of construction materials for the de- 
lays. 


But Potter, in describing the plight of 


the local merchant, said continued de- 
lays are hurting the small businessmen's 
situation on the road. 


"The figures I'm hearing from a lot of 


local merchants is that business is down 
25 to 30 per cent when they should be up 
that much and probably would be if it 
wasn't for the condition of the road." 


POTTER ADDED, "The thing that 


concerns me is that some of these mer- 
chants may not make it until the road is 
finished. Some of them may have been 
having problems anyway, but the road 
sure didn't help them any." • 


The latest report from the state shows 


work has resumed on Dundee Road fol- 
lowing the winter shut-down, and con- 
struction of the widening project should 
be in full swing by late April or early 
May. 


Ronald Kennedy, project engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
Monday some minor work was started 
last week, but the major- job of paving 
will have to wait until the ground dries 
out and the weather gets warmer. 


The project consists of widening the 


road 
to 
four lanes between. • Elm- 


hurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


State officials have said the situation 


on Dundee Road should improve some- 
what after two lanes are finished. Motor- 
ists will then travel on a new pavement 
instead of the old battered pavement that 
now exists. 


Prior -to construction being called off 


for the winter, workmen had installed 
two lanes between Elmhurst Road and a 
point about 300 feet west of Buffalo 
Grove Road, 


STATE OFFICIALS and Greco Con- 


tractors, the firm doing the work, have 
been criticized by Buffalo Grove offi- 
cials, merchants and residents for what 
has been called a "lack of progress" on 
the road. Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
called the road a "death trap" last De- 
cember. 


The Buffalo 
Grove Village Board 


passed a resolution and sent letters to 
Gov. Walker and several state legislators 
asking that work on the road be ex- 
pedited. 


As a result, the state this year has des- 


ignated Dundee Road as the number one 
road priority in the northern part of Illi- 
nois. 


Kennedy said the state hopes to have 


two lanes of the road completely paved 
by June 1, with completion of the entire 
project scheduled for September. 


Work on the project, however, could be 


delayed if there is an excessive amount 
of rain or difficulty obtaining construc- 
tion materials, state officials said. 


UNDER THE STATE'S contract with 


Greco, the contractor has 90 working 
days to complete construction before any 
fines are assessed. Working days are de- 
fined as days when weather or other fac- 
tors will permit construction. Thus, the 
amount of time remaining before a fine 
is assessed cannot be pinpointed. 


Kennedy said once two lanes are in- 


stalled, the state will connect the realign- 
ments of Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights roads with Dundee Road. Pre- 
viously, the state said the realignments 
would not be tied into Dundee Road until 
all four lanes were completed. 
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
